World-famous architect C harles Luck- 
man told the Palm Springs city council Mon­ 
day night that, "When you’re face-to-face with 
change, you can't ignore it or stop it, you’ve 
got to control it." 
For this desert resort area, he couldn't 
have been more right. 
And when George Alexander, who plans 
* k I n g - s i Z e hotel-convention hall-shopping 
mall development for dow ntow n Palm Springs 
along Luckman’s ideas, replied to a council 
question with 1 w ant action," he couldn't 
have heen more right. 
Utterly right, too, was the spontaneous 
applause Alexander's rem ark drew from the 
standing-room-only audience of over 300 citi­ 


zens. 
The council approved in principle and 
subject to satisfactory solutions of the tech­ 
nical problems, a high rise eight-story hotel 
development plan of Luckm an’s for builder 
George Alexander. T hat got applause, too. 
Luckman merely phrased, m ore pithilly 
and to a packed house audience, w hat the 
majority of Palm Springs citizens have been 
feeling for a long while. 
As he said, change doesn’t necessarilv 
mean an upheaval, w hich no one wants. It's 
the orderly and inevitable progression of a 
community. It can and should preserve and 
enhance the traditional characteristics of that 
community — those things cherished by the 
residents and attractive to visitors and invest­ 
ments. 


Street paving to replace dust, sewage 
systems to replace outhouses, high style shops 
to go hand-in-hand with western wear dis­ 
play s, golf courses to augment a bridle path 
recreation program — these all represent 
changes in the Palm Springs scene. 


For those who wish and cherish it, the 
leisurely desert way of life hasn’t been des­ 
troyed, any moie than steel and glass and 
pre-stressed concrete have destroyed wood as 
a building material. They each have their 
place and the richness and tradition of wood 
is enhanced by the utility of m odem mater­ 


ials. 
So. this wonderful community of ours 
is facing another change. On the face of it, 
the Alexander proposal would provide fine 
hotel facilities, a convention hall for over 
1,000 delegates, an opening of Belardo Road 
to remove a traffic bottleneck, and a shop­ 
ping mall to give new life to downtown Palm 


Springs. 
He's entitled lo an answer just as fast 
as the bare minimum of legal requirements 
can be met. without the imposition of red 
tape ami nit-fiddling delays. S10 million dol­ 
lars wont wait. 
The council, apparently by its policy 
declaration Monday, is going to move on 
this one and get Alexander the action he 


w ants. 
On the face of it, that's w hat the public 


w ants, too.

If W as Only a Penny Then 


There vvas much grum bling am ong auto­ 
mobile owners in Palm Springs about 30 years 
ago. W hat was the nation com ing to, vvas 
th e irked question at the few and scattered 
gasoline service stations of the day. 
They had watched w ith some dismay as 
th e price of a gallon of gasoline edged up 
tow ard 19 cents because of the California 
3-cent tax p er gallon. And here the federal 
government was cutting in on the act by 
slapping on another penny to the levy. M .is 
getting so it vvas pretty costly to take that 
Sunday spin, they m uttered. 
It vvas in 1932 that Uncle Sam got his 
foot in the door and his hand in the motor­ 
ist’s pocket. He had vvaitpd for 13 years, at 
that, before be realized that he was over­ 
looking the rich tax mine the horseless car­ 
riages were providing. 
The first gasoline tax in the nation — 
one cent per gallon — vv as imposed in 1919 
in Oregon. It didn’t take long before Cal­ 
ifornia got the idea and followed suit. By 1930, 
every state in the union was levying a tax on 
m otor fuel. 
At first, there vvas little objection to the 
tax. In fact, in 1919 and the early 20s there

weren’t too many people affected. 
It was only when the tax gradually crept 
upward that the grumbling began. \U ien 
the federal government slapped on its first 
one-eent tax .the state tax was three cents. 
That tour-cent levy drew a howl — even if the 
miniev was going for better roads. 
From little acorns mighty oak trees grow 
and that holds true for that mild one-cent 
tax of 33 v ears ago. 
In 1962. for every gallon of gasoline you 
buy. you pay 10 cents in tax — six to Cal­ 
ifornia and four to Uncle Sam. In a wav, 
w e are more fortunate than some with around 
one-third ol the price of a gallon of gasoline 
going for taxes. 
The tax is much higher in many states 
anil, for the country as a whole, the state-led 
oral tax comes to almost 50 per cent of the 
pre-tax cost of regular gas. No luxury, much 
less an absolute necessity, carries so heavy an 
excise tax as this. 
The original intent of the gasoline 
tax 
served its purpose. It put the nation on 
wheels. 
But. as is the case with every good thing, 
it can be pushed too far.

BANKERS FIND: 


Urban Renewal Will 
Cost $35 Billion 


Financial Gossip

NEW YORK (UPI) - A group 
of bankers in leading cities has 
completed a study on the status 
of urban renewal. 
The study was made by the 
Committee on Urban Renewal of 
the Association of Reserve City 
Bankers, headed by William L. 
Day, chairman of the Board, the 
First Pennsylvania Banking and 
Trust Co., Philadelphia. 
The committee found t h a t a 
minimum of $35 billion will be 
spent on urban renewal in the 
next eight to 10 years, a n d ex­ 
pressed hope 
that the 
figure 
could be go higher. 
Generally, the committee found, 
the over-all renewal program is 
off to a slow start despite a pro­ 
vision for "ample funds” by Con­ 
gress. It cited New York, Pitts- 


Burgh, Philadelphia. Baltimore. 
Cleveland. St. Louis and Detroit 
for accomplishments or “compre­ 
hensive plans” to date. 
Philadelphia, it said, showed 
how well urban renewal can be 
reflected on the real estate tax 
base. The committee said it 
realize a net increase of 
million in assessed valuation of 
real estate by 1970. with increased 
revenues of over $11 million a 
year. 
In making suggestions for the 
future of urban renewal, the com­ 
mittee found that in every city 
where there has been real prog­ 
ress there have been active citi­ 
zens groups working in close co­ 
operation with elected officials, 
where this citizen participation 
did not exist, urban renewal ac­ 
tivities are hard to find. It urged 
bankers who may have been in­ 
active in the program to help out 
in their communities. 


Electric Toothbrushes 
May Pack Heavy Shock 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
Food and Drug Administration 
has warned purchasers of Vibra 
Denta electric toothbrushes that 
the devices are capable of trans­ 
mitting severe or even fatal elec­ 
tric shock to the user if dropped 
in water. 
The FDA said it fiad seized 224 
of the toothbrushes May 8 in New 
Orleans. But it said that 50.000 
Vibra Dent electrical toothbrush­ 
es and gum massagers, distribut­ 
ed since last February by the 
Chase Manufacturing Co., N ew 
York City, are in commercial 
channels. It said steps were be­ 
ing taken to remove the devices 
from the market. 
The FDA said in a statement 
that the possibility of shock was 
due to motor and cord units that 
were not sealed. 
. 


The device was described as a 
vibrator about the size and shape 
of an electric razor. The tooth­ 
brush attachments and the finger­ 
shaped gum massager fit indivi­ 
dually on to a shaft extending 
from one end of the vibrator. 
The FDA accused the company 
in Federal Court in New Orleans 
of failing to warn of the shock 
hazard. It also charged tne firm 
with “ falsely representing that 
the m otor unit and cord unit are 
sealed.” 
Additionally, the FDA accused 
the company of falsely represent­ 
ing that the device “helps the us­ 
er to reach every tooth surface 
to remove food and debris that 
often cause tooth decay and that 
it offers t he best in complete 
home dental treatment.” 


Lethal Radiation Danger 
Awaits Earth's Astronauts 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-An al­ 
most certain death awaits the 
astronaut who flies for more than 
24 hours in parts of the earth- 
circling Van Allen radiation belt 
The warning about the lethal 
dangers of the wide ring of radi 
ation cam e from its discoverer.
